Words fail to describe the appear- 


nnce of the town or to describe the 
condition of the people. 'J hore is not 
p. single house on the island uninjured. 
The damage to property will reach 
B'200,000. 
It is impossible to say anything 


nbout the condition of the xvcstern 
part of the country, ns this place is cut 
off from it, but from all reports it is 
deplorable and the farming population 
is in great need. 


Along- the coast, from here to the 


Suwanee river, not a house is standing 
and the survivors are without food, 
shelter or clothing. They are con- 
stantly coming in with sorrowful sto- 
ries of want and suffering. 
The town 


is doing all that is possible to give em- 
ployment in the way of clearing the 
streets, etc., but this goes only a little 
way in providing relief. 


The people here do not expect a tram 


for a month, though the railroad has a 
large force of men at work. 


Everything is transported by boats. 
The death roll has not materially in- 


creased since the last report, and sev- 
eral of those thought to be lost have 
turned up.

The final reports of Messrs. Kricker

We alao audited the license book 


from the beginning of his administra- 
tion to September 15, 1896. The total 
receipts shown amount to |214. From 
this amount deduct $35 for fees, which 
leaves $179 for the city. 


Our report is taken from the dockets, 


having no other means of obtaining a 
thorough check. This has been to us 
exceedingly tedious and a very unsatis- 
factory way. 


We would respectfully call the at- 


tention of the city council to the fact 
that up to September 1, 1896, the 
mayor has not used a cajh book, by 
which can be ascertained the monthly 
receipts of^cash. Upon our suggestion, 
however, we find that he has procured 
one since that time. 
We warmly rec 


ommend this move, and urge that re- 
ceipt books with stubs also bo provid- 
ed, and reduce the work to a system. 
This will protect the ruayor and afford 
the city a complete record for exami- 
nation. 


The mayor's docket is not as com- 


plete a record of the affidavits and 
charges as this office demands. 
The 


dates, charges aud disposition of access 
are omitted in several instances. We 
would therefore recommend that the 
omissions above referred to be filled in. 


Attached to thid report we herewith 


submit a complete record of the cases 
as taken from the docket, showing the 
number of the case, the name, the flue 
imposed, the costs paid and the fines 
paid the city. 
This places a complete 


record before your honorable body and 
will assist in collecting the unpaid 
fines. 


Mr. Connolley stated that, ho under- 


stood it was a habit at the mayor's 
office, when a prisoner only had a 
small sum of money, the officials would 
take it and divide it among themselves, 
leaving the city's portion go unpaid. 


He asked the solicitor if it would not 


be legal to have the city's portion of 
the money taken out first before tho 
officials took out their 
costs. 
He 


thought better collections would result. 
The solicitor hardly thought that could 
be done. The mayor was not present. 
President Turley said he should attend. 
The report 
of 
the committee was 


placed on file. It will be discussed at 
another meeting of conncil.

' The fiscal year 1896, which closed ou 
June 30 last is the banner year in the 
history of American manufacturing ex- 
ports. The totals have now been com- 
plied by the bureau of statistics of the 
treasury department, and %they show 
an increase of nearly 25 per cent, over 
the highest previous record. The ex- 
ports of manufactured goods for June 
reached $21,898,972, or 33 per cent ol 
the total exports for that month, mak- 
ing- a total for the year of 8228,489,893. 
The exports of manufactures for the 
entire year amount to 26.47 per cent, oi 
the total exports, which is larger by 
three per cent, than the percentage in 
1895. 


The details of the exports by classes 


have not been fully compiled by the 
bureau of statistics, but it is already 
known that the returns show large in- 
creases in agricultural implements, 
carriages, railway cars, manufactures 
of: copper, cotton cloths, glassware, 
rubber goods, hardware, bicycles, sew-i 
ing machines, miscellaneous machin- 
ery, locomotives, "boots and shoes, soap, 
refined oil and manufactured tobacco. 
The producers of all these articles have 
shared in the greater demand for their 
products in foreign countries, and have 
therefore done a larg-e and more profit- 
able business than in former years. 


A comparison of statistics of the past 


fiscal year with the years in which the 
McKinley law was in force, is greatly 
to the advantage of the Wilson tariff. 
It shows that in 1891, the first year 
after the high taxation scheme of 1890 
took effect, the total exports of man- 
ufactures were §108,727,315. la 1892 
there was a falling off, the amount be- 
ing 8158,510,937. In 1892 there was an- 
other slight decrease to 8158,533,118, 
but 1894 showed an advance to 8183,- 
728,808, an average for the four years 
of §167,337,547. 


For the first year of the Wilson tariff 


the value of the exports of manufac- 
tures was 8183,595,743, which, taken 
with the figures given above for the 
fiscal year 189t> shows an average of 
8^01,042,819, or an average of nearly 
$34,000,000 per year over the same ex- 
ports during the McKinley period. 


No argument need be added to these 


figures. They tell the story for them- 
selves of increased prosperity 
for 


American mills and factories as well 
as of mines wh:ch furnished the raw 
materials for the finished goods! They 
prove beyond doubt that the tariff re- 
form policy has already greatly in- 
creased our ability to sell our surplus 
manufactures in foreign lands, and 
that the lighter taxes on raw materials 
has given more work to American 
labor. 
Forty-five 
million 
dollars' 


worth more of goods sold abroad means 
that much more employment for the 
workers here. And this is but the be- 
g-in nin jr. If the low tariff policy is 
continued and extended the good work 
of capturing the world's markets for 
American manufactures will go for- 
ward rapidly. Jt is for the people to 
say whether we shall continue to in- 
crease our foreign commerce or go 
back to the trade-restricting theories 
of McKinleyism under which our ex- 
ports were so small.

QUEER PROTECTION LOGIC. 


Republican Orating Trying to IHsi-reclit the 


Honesty of the Wilson Tariff. 


Knowing that the American people 


are uiyted in hatred of the irreat trusts 
which rob the consumers through high 
prices, the McKinley ite organs, little 
and big, agree in charging that the 
Wilson tariff was changed in the sen- 
ate at the dictation of the sugar trust, 
steel combine, iron ore trust and other 
great monopolies which wanted higher 
duties than were levied by the tariff 
bill when it left the house. The un- 
popularity o£ the McKinley tariff is so 
universal that the republican party's 
only hope lies in fastening on the Wil- 
son law the stiirma of being "a trust 
tariff." The peculiar feature of this 
attempt to gain votes for McKinleyism 
by denouncing the trust portions of 
the present tariff, is in its proposed 
remedy for the higher duties secured 
by a combination of democratic pro- 
tectionists with the republicans in the 
senate. 
If it be true, as charged by 


the high tariff press, that the duties 
on trust products in the law of 1804 
were the result of trust influence, it 
must follow that high taxes help the 
trusts. And nothing- is more certain 
than that such is the case. Nobody 
ever heard of a trust sending its repre- 
sentatives to Washington to work for 
lower duties. 


How do the republicans propose to 


deal with the tariff taxes which enable 
the trusts and combines to plunder the 
people? Do they say: "These duties 
were increased by the senate solely be- 
caxise the trusts wont protection. We 
are opposed to trust exactions and will 
therefore reduce or abolish all taxes 
which in any way favor trusts?" 
Not 


at all. Their remedy is more duties, 
higher taxes on foreign goods which 
compete with trust products, more 
favors 
for 
monopolies. They

pledged to restore the McKinley law,

GOSPEL OF HEALTH. 


Qlad Tidings Proclaimed by Thank- 


ful Ministers. 


SHERBURNE, Minn., Oct. 8.—This town 


is in the wildest state of excitement 
-over the' most thrilling tragedy that 
ever occurred in southern Minnesota. 
The bank of Sherburne was robbed of 
a large sum of money, and two men 
were almost instantly killed, about 
twenty minutes after 1 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


Two men, one of whom looked like a 


mere boy, rode along the main street 
'on bicycles apparently sizing up the 
: -sitaation and stopped in front, of the 
'Bank of Sherburne. 
After a moment's 


talk they went into the bank and 
ithe elder of the men engaged Assist- 
ant Cashier George Thorburn in con- 
versation. 


Precisely what occurred inside thfi 


bank is not known, as nobody was on 
the street in that immediate vicinity 
at that time. One of the desperadoes, 
however, evidently got hold of a roll 
of 
bills 
containing 
about 
SI,000. [ 


Thornburn probably tried to prevent 
the men from 
getting away •with' 


the money and they whipped out their 
revolvers and began firing and at the 
same time retreating. 
One of the bul- 


lets struck Thorburn in the neck and 
another cut the aorta, caiising almost 
instant death from internal hemor- 
rhage. 


The shooting in the bank aroused the 


town and people began running in that 
direction. 
The first man to reach 


the place was Olaf Oestern, of Luverne, 
a traveling salesman for the Wood 
Harvester Co., of St. Paul The des- 
peradoes evidently feared that they 
would be captured, as they quickly 
turned their firearms \ipon Oestern. He 
made a dash to grapple with them, but 
was not quick enough, as he was struck 
inithe head and fell dead at their feet. 
They ran down in the street firing at 
random, while people in the street 
scurried to places of safety. 


The fleeing robbers ran about three 


blocks to a clump of bushes, where 
they had cached their wheels, mountecf 
them and rode rapidly away toward 
the Iowa line, six miles to the south. 


Mayor C. E. Everett at once did all 


in his power, together with the town 
marshal, to run down the bandits. He 
also sent a dispatch to Gov. Clough al 
St. Paul,'- telling him of the awful 
tragedy, and asking his advice. The 
governor 
answered 
immediately: 


"Wire all points and send out posses 
surrounding Sherburne."' 


Sheriff Hill was at Fail-mount, the 


county seal 
of 
Martin, 20 
miles 


east, but he came on here by train and 
organized a large posse of determined 
Sherburne men, which moved south' 
ward on horsebuclc late in the after- 
noon. As the roads are in fine condi- 
tion, the desperadoes con Id have gone 
forty or' fiity miles before the posse 
started. 


It is needless to say that if the men 


are captured they will be strung up to 
the limb of the lirat tree big enough to 
bear them.

thing will be a large issue of bonds to replenish the gold reserve in the 
Treasury,aiid the entire country will continue to watch that small stock 
of coiu, to see if it goes up or down. 
Whenever the speculators want 


to make a raid on the market and cut down the prices of stocks,.grain, 
co'tou or other property, they will commence to ship gold, aud the 
coun'ry drop iiu» a shiver of apprehension. Loans will be called and 
new ones refused. 
Every line o^f business will be disarranged by the 


fluctuations and the frequent money contractions. But tay our Wall 
Street Bankers, ''if the gold standard is permanently adopted the Amer- 
icans can borrow plenty of money in London." 
They tell us that a 


thousand million dollars of idle money are waiting tl>ere for American 
investment, and if the people will vote to make all debts payable in 
gold (the entire stock of which is controlled by those owning the debts) 
they will lend it to us—of course, with g >od security and at the current 
rates of interest. They assure us that the abundance of this borrowed 
money will make good times, but maintain a discreet silence about the 
additional burden of at least fifty million dollars a year to pay the 
interest, and the other millions which the Wall Street agents will "rake 
off" as commissions. Like the headache following a physical inebria- 
tion, a prosperity supported by borr wed moue? may be exhiliarating for 
awhile, but the result is usually a bad taste. The public will soon wake 
up to the fact that they have plunged deeper into the abyss of foreign 
debt and extrication made more difficult. 
They say that America is a 


young country, and muht depend on the capital which has been accum- 
ulated in England for a thousand years, which might be measurably 
true had we not plenty of gold in our own mountains and plenty of 
idle labor to dig it out. 


It is the fool that learns not by experience. Under the lead of 


the Wall Street Banker* the United States has tried the gold standard 
for twenty years, aud it is impossible to keep iu the country the gold 
produced in its own mines. The great majority of the peop'e are bur- 
dened with debt, mostly the result of that very gold policy. No bus- 
iness has prospered, and the laboring element has greatly suffered. 
The 


only interest that has made great gains is the business of banking and 
money lending on Wall Street, the leaders in which have piled up for- 
tunes that are the wonder of the world. They have private cars and 
steam yachts, palaces in the city and other palaces in the country, but 
while rolling in this wealth, which has come from the misfortunes of 
their countrymen (presuming they have been naturalized) they are 
mean enough to raise as an issue the possibility of some silver mine QW- 
ner who, after risking his capital, and distributing ten dollars in wages 
for each dollar of profit, succeeds in making a fortune at the occupation. 
No one begrudges the good luck of the gold miner wrho produces gold 
at 25 cents an ounce (as is frequently the case) and sells it to the Gov-

Another special reason inclining the British 1o compel the closing 


of the American mines is that they are large producers of gold in South 
Africa and Australia, and desire a profitable market for its use. Hay- 
ing no considerable deposits of silver in their colonies, they forced its 
abandonment as a money metal in order to give a monopoly to gold 
Their success in these movements is largely due to the lack of apprecia- 
tion amongst the Eastern people of the extent and producing capacity 
of the Western mining section.

at a nominal expense, fixing the average cost of that metal at between 
flO and $11 per ounce. Gold has a world wide value of $20.67 per 
ounce, because the leading countries have established that as a fixed 
miut price, but were this artificial support withdrawn the market value 
would sink to less than §5 per ounce, because iu many mines it can be 
produced profitably at that figure, and like silver, it would continue to 
be yielded as a by-product and sold regardless of price. 
OF SPECIAL INTEREST TO EASTERN BUSINESS MEN. 


By some process of reasoning, due doubtless to thoughtlessness or 


ignorance of conditions in the mountain region, a majority of the East- 
ern business men are disposed to favor the single standard gold policy 
iouring so strongly to the benefit of British interests. They evidently 
do not stop to think of the enormous possibilities of the Western min- 
ing section as a market for manufactured goods of all kinds, and that by 
condemning it to comparative inaction they are injuring their own 
trade. Under similar circumstances the British would be far too shrewd 
and too anxious for markets to do a thing so unwise. 
A mining region 


is particularly valuable as a tributary, because its industry is a primary 
source of wealth, and competes with nothing else. 
Differing from an 


agricultural population, which buys on credit with dependence for pay- 
ment on the somewhat uncertain results of growing crops, a mining peo- 
ple are cash buyers, aud the means of payment are lifted each day from 
the depths of the earth. There is no industry with such large and varied 
requirements, and were the American mines operated to their capacity 
there is no section of the country, however remote or whatever the 
nature of its support, which would not feel the impulse of bettered 


ernment at $20.67, nor those who do well in other lines of trade or the 
professions. 


EMIGRATION CHECKED. 


The most unfortunate result of silver demonetization has been tha 


checking of emigration to the West. 
/ 


The semi-humid belt of Western Kansas aud Nebraska created a 


dead-line aud for the past 10 years there has been little disposition to 
jump over it into the laad of assured water supply beyond. Popula- 
tion, in consequence, has been thickening up iu the East, making the 
struggle for existence harder by the extra number contending for every 
opportunity. It is a constant problem to parents what to do with their 
boys and girls. Those who do nothing or only earn a partial support 
are very numerous. If properly computed there are doubtless five mil- 
lion people who could with advantage to those remaining be spared. 
If 


they moved West they would secure employment and possess a full 
purchasing power, while now only partial consumers of goods. Speak- 
ing for the Western mining region, we say that if bimetallism succeeds 
we want that five million people, and will agree that every man, woman 
and child shall have a good support. We will need miners and mine 
engineers, surveyors aud superintendents, smelter hands by the thous- 
ands, wood choppers, lumbermen and sawmill hands, coal miners, team- 
sters, carpenters, brick layers, plasterers and all house building me- 
chanics. We will want merchants in every line of trade, and clerks 
and book-keepers, also professional men. We want bright young men 
to come West and become Governors, Senators and Judges 
Our 


schools will need thousands of teachers, male and female. 
We will 


want 10,000 miles of additional railroad track aud a full complement of 
men. Five thousand commercial travellers can successfully solicit or- 
d^rs. Hundreds of new counties must be organized and officered. 
There are millions of acres of unoccupied land, and Uncle Sam will 
give every man a farm. The West is said to be a "sage brush" country 
and in'erentially a desert by those who do not know that sage brush will 
not grow on the best Iowa prarie because the land is too poor. It re- 
quires for its growth a soil like the volcanic ash of the mountain valleys, 
which is as rich in nutritive qualities as a Chilian nitrate bed. This 
section is also said to be an "arid" land-—a region of little summer rain- 


.49,170 square miles would make but slight impression. This region 
has since 1849 yielded in gold and silver the stupendous sum of §3,000,- 
000,000, but in comparison with deposits known to exist, even this 
great amount is insignificant. The ground has comparatively not beeu 
scratched. 


Contrary to popular impression, gold is more widely distributed 


and much more plentiful than silver. 
Differing from mines in other 


countries, the two metals exist together in the same veins in combina- 
tion with other baser metals, making it dependent upon the_ market 
price of all the constituents, whether the operation of the mines are 
profitable or otherwise, and silver, being usually largely represented, is 
made the key which, according to its market price, locks or unlocks 
enormous quantities of gold aud other metals. There is known to be 
what is termed "in sight" deposits of gold ores at points in Colorado, 
Utah and the Black Hills which will yield §5,000,000,000 before ex- 
haustion, and in the territory within a radius of 50 milps around the 
city of Helena it is conservatively estimated that $2,000,000,000 more 
may be extracted,.but between the low prices of silver and scarcity of 
capital the mines are but slowly developed. 


As a particular illustration, there is one group _ of mines near 


Helena containing refractory ores, showing at least a million tons, car- 
rying an average of §12 in gold and 16 ounces in silver per ton, which 
at present prices make the value of the ore about §23. The charges for 
smelting, with freight, is §20, which would involve a small loss in their 
operation, consequently now idle, but if silver advanced to §1.29 an 
ounce, there would be a profit, and the result of §12,000,000 in gold, 
besides the silver, being added to the world's stock of the precious 
metals. The far reaching benefits to trade and labor in every line, if 
work in this one property could be actively prosecuted, can scarcely be 
estimated. In varying detail the same condition exists in hundreds of 
discovered mines throughout the West. 


The knowledge of this and the boundless possibilities for wealth 


embraced in the operation of all these mines, and the more numerous 
ones not yet developed, is what makes of every inhabitant of the Wes- 
tern region an enthusiastic advocate of the free coinage of both inetals. 


If the mine alluded to could be picked up and set down in the 


suburbs of an Eastern city, there would be no argument so potent to 
eon vert the population to the same conclusions, for they then^would all 
realize that the §32,000,000 tied up by unwise financial legislation, if 
distributed, would in its ramifications of expenditure support thousands 
of families for many years, and be the foundation of numerous hand- 
some fortunes. For all purposes of business, every mine in the_ West 
is at the gate of every city, factory or farm in the East, and it is not 
necessary to be within range of vision to know that the benefits of their 
development would be widely diffused. 


The average cost of producing silver is estimated at §1.25 an ounce, 


which seams reasonable, in view of the fact that it _is rarely found in 
free state, and the ore must undergo expensive smelting processes, cost- 
ing from §10 to §20 per ton, while many of the largest gold deposits 
are free and easily separated from environing substances by stamp mills 


The wages of mining employes are much above the average of 


skilled mechanics in the East, and as they produce nothing they con- 
sume, the purchasing power of one miner is equal to a dozen farmers. 
A revival in mining would also restore prosperity to the farmers of the 
Middle West by creating a very large market for the grain aud flour, 
hog products, butter, cheese, canned goods and other products of 'their 
farms, making them less dependent on foreign outlets. 


PROMISE OF PROSPERITY. 


There is an anxiety on the part of sufferers from the "object lesson" 


perpetrated by the Wall Street Bankers to force the repeal of the Sher- 
man Act, to learn in detail jnst how the resumption of prosperity will 
take place, and how soou the benefits will begin to be felt. To meet 
this desire let us anticipate results of a favorable election in November. 


Suppose the count of votes shows a decided majority for the silver 


cause, with such preponderance in House and Senate as to insure a_free 
coinage bill as soon as the new Congress in special session, to be called 
for the purpose, could reach a vote. 
All events affecting values are an- 


ticipated by the business world, and the day after the election silver 
bullion would advance to above a dollar an ounce, causing all silver- 
gold mines to immediately extend their operations and put large ad- 
ditional forces to work. Capital in large amounts would be invested in 
opening new mines. Orders for machinery and supplies would be 
poured in to Eastern houses in an extraordinary volume, creating a 
necessity for many of them to double their forces and run extra hours, 
Traffic on the railroads would increase and more employes needed, with 
resulting increase in earuings and dividends, which would advance 
value of stocks and add to the purchasing power of the stockholders. 
The cities of the West would begin to grow, and construction of'build- 
ings call upon men in all the building trades, and require quantities ot 
hardware and other material. 


Real estate would once more have a value. On^ line of industry 


would favorably affect another, and thus start the ball to rolling which 
would cause the entire business world to revolve in renewed hopefulness 
and activity. It is said that each miner underground gives employ- 
ment to ten men on the surface in 
tributing to his occupation. 
With 


fall but nature has vastly improved on that. She puts the rain in the 
mountains in the shape ot snow and holds it until the crops below need 
moisture and then melts it in quantities just as needed. The farmer 
lifts a water gate and has a shower and then shuts the gate and has sun- 
shine. The yield is prodigious and no family needs more than 40 acres 
to produce all it can harvest. There are hundreds of valleys all better 
than that of the Connecticut river and theShenandoah. All the streams 
carry water power, and when developed for electrical purposes, every 
farm can have needed power, light and heat conveyed at nominal cost 
by wire, while the highways will be as brilliantly lighted as the boule- 
vards of the cities. The mineral veins are open to the free appropria- 
tion of the first discoverer, and there are countless millions of gold, sil- 
ver and copper in the mountains as yet untouched. There can be no 
question of markets or freight rates, as the mines will call for all sup- 
plies raised and the surplus product will go out in the shape of bullion. 
The winter climate is milder than the same latitude in the East and the 
season more comfortable in Western Montana than Kentucky and 
Maryland. 
As an instance of its capacity to maintain a larger population it 


may be mentioned that with only the copper and richer gold-silver 
mines now in operation the disbursement of money on the regular pay- 
rolls of mines and smelters at Helena is §425,000, and at Butte §900,000 
a month. The ground between and surrounding both cities contains 
immense veins of gold, silver, copper and lead, which can be economi- 
cally developed by the aid of electrical power generated at the Missouri 
rjver 
onc large plant being now under construction for the supply of 


Helena. 
With bimetallism this oae district would easily support one 


million people. 
If the election on the 3d of November ia favorable, the entire num- 


ber of emigrants can start at once with perfect assurance of the future. 
The result of bimetallism and a consequent wholesale emigration to the 
mining regions- would be an expansion of the yield of gold to one hun- 
dred million dollars with regular annual increase, and silver a close 
second. With an American system of finance at Washington this would 
all remain in the country. The wants of the new settlers would make a 
market for manufactured goods equal to a new empire, and the net 
revenues of the main railroad systems would quadruple under the im- 


tional traffic. 
We are asked what machinery must be 


to start this activity and prosperity. 
We say adopt

men can at once be employed in the mines getting out ore, timbering 
the levels or pushing development work, insuring openings for half a 
million in other directions, such as the smelters, coal mines, transporta- 
tion, lumbering, etc., who in turn in the distribution of their wages 
would extend the circle of benefits indefinitely. 
The conditions all 


favor a trade revival greater than this country has ever experienced, 
but it needs the stimulation of some particular line of .industry to over- 
come the inertia of hard times, and no better selection could be made 
than the mining of the precious metals. 


RESULTS OF A BRITISH VICTORY. 


Suppose, on the contrary, the election determines in favor of the 


single gold standard, what have we to look forward to? 
The first 
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free coinage of silver as well as gold and it will start itselt. 


FINALLY. 


Keep this fact in mind, that the price of farm products cannot ad- 


vance materially or permanently under a gold standard. If the farmers 
get nothing for their crops they cannot buy from the merchants and 
they in turn cannot patronize the manufacturers

dizing the security upon which banks and life insurance loans are based 
and if those institutions cannot collect their mortgage notes they cannot 
pay their depositors and policy holders. This 13 plain to the simplest 
mind. 
Vote for the policy that will give work to the people, because 


when the people are all at work the country 


is bound to be prosperous.
